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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on July 14, 2004. These drawings are approved by the 
examiner. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 5, the term "and" 
should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 6-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The added phrase 'SA^ithout the lubricant through an area which is smaller 
than the cut area having apertures formed therein within the composite sheet with the first slit" 
finds no support in the originally filed disclosure. This is a new matter rejection. 

4. Claims 6-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

It is unclear how a first slit (claim 6, line 7) can form a plurality of apertures. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the cut area" in line 12. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "said easily-peelable layer" in line 14. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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The limitation of *SA^ithout the lubricant through an area which is smaller than the cut area 
having apertures formed therein within the composite sheet with the first slit" contradicts the 
presence of lubricant previously set forth in claim 6, line 4. 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Conclusion 

5. The claims, as amended, appear to avoid the art of record, but are not allowable as they 
contain new matter and other deficiencies as set forth above.
